Not A Chance For 
Federal Ownership 


Leaders of the railroad brotherhoods now 


propose government ownership and control of 
tho nation's railroads. Of course, the idea hasn't 
a chanco—HIK! they know it. 


The Rcnonil impression is that- the unions 


are talking about nationali/alion as a means of 
intimidating management into hailing the reduc- 
tion of railroad jobs. But the economics of the 
railroad industry are clear to everyone, it seems, 
except, the brotherhood leaders. Railroads have 
the support of the courts in efforts to modernize 
their operations and corporate structures. 


Moreover, nationali/ation could be proposed 


only by men who cannot see what's happening 
outside their own small world. The union state- 
ment criticizes railroads for reducing passenger 
service, hut in England the nalionali/.ed rail- 
roads have cut off service lo hundreds of small 
communities and have also eliminated many 
jobs. 


The railroad union leaders apparently can- 


not understand that their problem is not a 
greedy management but technological change, 
which is irresistible. 


No more than the present owners of the 


railroads, would American taxpayers he willing 
to pay wages for unnecessary jobs. Public senti- 
ment is reflected in the repeal in the last elec- 
tion of full-crew laws in several states. And in 
other states there is public resistance to sub- 
sidies for railroad passenger service on the 
ground that they also subsidize feathernedding.

WASHINGTON—Amid the eagles and Ihe trumpets, 


with solemn riles and Texan exaggerations, Lyndon R. 
Johnson is beginning his first term as a President duly 
elected in his own right. 
II seems a good time for 


stock-taking. 


Glowing oplimism is Ihe fashion of the moment, 


so this is what mignt be called a semi-minority report. 
The truth is lhat oplimism and pessimism aboul the 
ilohiioon Presidency are both unjustified. 
Wail-and-sce 


has lo be the watchword, if you lake slock honestly. 


Thr most glowing optimism u-tuild hp entirely 


justified, (o he sure, if Mr. Johnson were only being 
innuKurntrd 
nl 
almost any ninnirnl he.forr the 


second world war thrust thp role, and responsibilities 
of a Rlanl world power upon n somewhat reluctant 
AmfTjcn. 


Before this great divide in our history—even in Ihe 


early Roosevelt years Nvhcn Lyndon Johnson was formed 
and trained ns a politician—an American President was 
mainly judged by his management of our affairs al 
home. And if Mr Johnson could only afford to concen- 
trale almost exclusively on domestic problems, as 
Franklin Roosevelt did from, tn:)2 to 193!). the most 
glittering success could reasonably be predicted for him. 


In the brief interval since he finished President 


John Kennedy's business and began doing business on 
his own, the President has already given ample proof 
nf his persuasiveness, craft and creativeness. In home 
affairs, in fact, we can count on Ihe President to horn- 
swogple or inspire us to do all the things thai really 
need doing. And if any President does that much he 
is automatically a grenl President. 


Rul home affairs, alas, are not all we have to 


worry about. Since the great divide was crossed on 
Pearl Harbor day, the ultimale lest of an American 
President's sucvess has 
been his management of 


America's world-power position. As was once said hy 
the wise majority leader of the House, Carl Albert of 
Oklahoma: 


"If we fail nbrnnd it won't help much In .succeed 


af homp; and If we succeed abroad llierr will be 
nn homp problems wp rannot solvp in the end."

this should now be the rule, fnr (wo fairly obvious 
reasons. Tho first reason Is thr chararlrr of Ihp 
man himself. Foreign affairs havp npvor hern his 
primary interest, and he Is not the sorl nf President 
who inevitably becomes his own Sccrelnry of Slate. 


The second reason is the character of the foreign 


affairs apparalus Ihe President inherited from 
his 


predecessor. 
It is an apparatus specifically designed 


lo suit John F. Kennedy, who was his own Secrelary 
of State from the day lie was inaugurated. H cannol 
work well, and il is not working well, in the hands 
of Presirienl Johnson. 


1! is not working well because there is no possible 


source of detailed direction and suslaincd leadership 
in foreign affairs. 
In President Kennedy's day 
the 


dim-lion and leadership came from the White House. 


The immensely able and tough-minded McGeorge 


Rundy still heads the White House foreign affairs staff, 
so Ihcrr is no surface appearance of change. 
Rut 


neither Runrly nor his staff can lead and direct: only 
the President can do thai. And in order to do that, 
the President would have to make the effort he has 
nn! made—to he his own Secretary of State. 


Normally this change at the While House would 


have wrought a profound change at Ihe Stale Depart- 
ment. 
We oughl to have seen, by now, Ihe kind of 


massive shifl of responsibility from the White House 
lo Ihe State Dcparlmeul that occurred when Franklin 
Roohevell died. Such a shifl can hear great fruits, as 
was proven in the first Truman administration, which 
si ill remains Ihe heroic era of American foreign policy 
making.

Throughout the day—as he 
attended 
luncheons and 
recep- 


tions, and slood in the reviewing 
stand pointing and clapping his 
hands and bestowing .smiles on 
some of the participants in the 
parade—the whole event seemed 
like Ihe fulfillment of a politi- 
cian's dream 
as 
well as the 


flchievemenl of a man who came 
up the hard way. 


The applause for Mr. Johnson 


was frequent, and the President 
himself, attired in a business suit, 
looked like one of the many mem- 
bers of Congress who surrounded 
him—indeed, much like the Sen- 
ator and Majority Leader who 
made a fetish of skillful mixing lo 
allain legislative ends and who 
did all this so naturally. Lyndon 
Johnson docs what comes nalur- 
ally and, on Ihe day of his in- 
auguration, naturalness pervaded 
despite Ihe inevitable dignity of 
some parts of Ihe day. But even 
as he finished his Inaugural Ad- 
dress, he didn't forget 
to pay 


tribute to "Ihose close friends of 
mine who have followed me down 
a long, winding road." 


A master politician Mr. Johnson 


continues lo be. But now. as the 
full responsibility of the Presi- 
dency bears down upon him after 
he lakes over on his own the high- 
est office in the land. Ihe question 
is how this background can he 
helpful in producing those deci- 
sions which make the difference 
between statesmanship and the 
floundering in time of crisis thai 
has characterized many of his 
predecessors. 


Today, of course, 
the whole 


world watches and listens on TV 
and radio, and the inauguration 
of an American President is an 
evenl of worldwide importance. 
This is all Ihe more reason why 
one wishes Mr. Johnson had used

the occasion to stress more ex- 
plicitly the operations of Ameri- 
can democracy. For the contrast 
is striking between totalitarian 
rule, which still holds enslaved 
people of many nations of the 
world, and I he free system, under 
which Ihe citizens choose their 
Chief Kxeculive and remove him, 
if they wish, al Ihe end of a four- 
v\'ear lerm.

A 
significant comment was in the 
f o l l o w i n g paragraph of the 
speech:

Inside Washington

FOR THE BIRDS — A year 


ago, Washington bird watchers 
estimated that the city was Ihe 
home of some 28 gracklcs. The 
count this year put the number 
al 427,000. Even in \Vashinglon, 
where escalating numbers is a 
way of life, the enormity of such 
an 
increase 
takes 
the 
breath 


away. 


Gracklcs are large, black birds 


with an appetite for grain fields 
and 
no 
particular, 
redeeming 


qualities. It is of some concern 
to the capital therefore to find 
it has become the center of a 
new kind of flying pest. Wash- 
ington already is woefully over- 
supplied with 
another, 
similar 


pest. — the starling. 


The grackle count was com- 


pleted expediliously, vastly aided 
by 
inlimate knowledge of 
the 


birds' habits. They keep within a 
very narrow air corridor and fly 


on a straight 
line, so there's 


little 
chance 
of 
counting 
the 


same flock twice. 


In facl, this flight corridor was 


so narrow that only a handful of 
grackles were spotted by 75 bird 
watchers outside it. However, for 
the one watcher 
who kept 
a 


dawn-to-dusk walch on that par- 
ticular corridor, virtually all of 
the lolal was accounted for. in 
his count, the size of flocks var- 
ied from 100,000 to 160,000. 


Don't scoff at these estimates, 


either. They're quite 
scientific. 


This particular watcher has had 
years of experience in estimat- 
ing Ihe .size of bird flocks. To 
check on the accuracy 
of his 


guesses, our man has estimated 
the number of a flock, then taken 
a photograph of il and painstak- 
ingly counted the birds to make 
sure he's 
w i t h i n 
reasonable 


bounds of accuracy. 


i'ie our bounty. By working shoul- 
der to shoulder, together we can 
increase the bounty of all." 


This is somewhat unrealistic as 


long as the government itself tol- 
erales, and the politicians seek to 
curry 
favor 
with, 
the 
groups 


which periodically employ arbi- 
trary power to shut down trans- 
portation on land and sea and to 
impair the freedom of manage- 
ment lo apply the most efficient 
ways to earn the very bounty 
which Mr. .Johnson mentions. 


"We 
have 
discovered," con- 


tinued the President, "that every 
child who learns, and every man 
who finds work, and every sick 
body that is made whole—like a 
candle added to an altar—bright- 
ens the hope of all the faithful. So 
lei us reject any among us who 
seek to reopen old wounds and 
rekindle old hatreds. They stand 
in the way oi a seeking nation." 


But I his raises a question as to 


the difference between condemna- 
tion of a group or groups with 
sincere beliefs and what should 
he a conscientious attempt 
to 


find the source of hatreds and 
wounds. Mere denunciation will 
not convince human beings of 
their errors. Nor will it cause 
those those who refuse to accept 
equal responsibility as the coun- 
terpart of equal rights to see 
clearly their duties and obliga- 
tions in any society, large or 
small. 


One can classify Mr. Johnson's 


address as a well-intended and 
sincere plea for good behavior in 
our own country and in other 
lands. But when he said "we are 
a nation of believers" and enum- 
erated the importance of a belief 
"in justice and liberty and union" 
as well as in freedom, he might 
well have added specifically that., 
without a firm belief in the Divine 
Spirit by the individual, the battle 
to inculcate human love, and con- 
sequently to build a unified socie- 
ty, will not be won.

tell you, are the most impor- 
tant and valuable commodity in 
world trade — bigger than cot- 
ton, oil, or steel. Last year 
tourists poured $9 billion inlo 
various countries and generated 
another $29 billion in 
wages, 


taxes, and^ purchases. That's a 
lot of scra'lch. Still, John says, 
the world's tourists 
take an 


awful pushing around. 


More 
and 
m o r e , 
Pringle 


agrees, 
the 
world's 
tourists 


simply fly from one ghetto to 
another, 
one Hilton after an- 


other, where they eat hambur- 
gers, 
listen lo canned 
Frank 


Sinatra, and look at the same 
people they saw at the last Hil- 
ton. 


The Hiltons, with their hulk 


buying, mass planning, money, 
and chain efficiency, are hard 
lo beat. "They have so much 
power. It's not that tourists love 
the 
Hiltons — they don't — 


but they're frightened if mak- 
ing a mistake. If they choose 
the wrong Greek 
hotel, their 


whole holiday might be shot and 
mayhe three years savings with 
it. At least at the Hiltons they 
know what they're getting." 


Pringle, who started Round 


Hill here and whose 
mother's 


Sunset Lodge touched off the 
whole tourist boom here, is try- 
ing lo build a bridge between 
the Jamaicans and the tourists 
and it's not easy.

the tourists love Jamaica than 
to make the Jamaicans love the 
tourists. Nobody loves tourists. 
Their money, yes. Themselves, 
no. But John has flown all over

Pringle has discovered Jam- 


aica has a marvelous assort- 
ment of people — icthyologisls, 
historians, botanists, authors — 
and he's compiling a list with 
names, telephone numbers, and 
addresses so a visiting ichthyo- 
logist can ring up a Jamaican 
iclhyologi.sl and feel at home. 
Marvelous way to get people 
lo come back. H you make one 
friend anywhere, you cease lo 
he a tourist; you re a world 
traveler. 


"American 
re.snrls have no 


character," says Pringl.e. "The 
biggest bores in Ihr world are 
Palm Beach and .Vspen, Colo- 
rado — all Ihe ,s;mic kind of 
people. I'd be delighted to have 


a jailbird here just out of jail, 
for some big crime — seated 
next to the Maharanee of Jai- 
pur and Joe Smith from Duluth. 
The first thing an 
American 


resort does is to erect social 
barriers. They want to make the 
place a country club. Our idea 
is to knock the barriers down." 


It'll take work. Even Jamaica 


has that country clubism. For 
one thing, its idyllic beaches 
by 
the 
murmurous sea 
ara 


largely 
peopled 
by 
bejeweled 


and bejowled old folks. Jamaica 
desperately needs young people 
to add their good looks, energy,' 
and sex appeal lo its dance 
floors 
and beaches. But not 


many young people can afford 
$65 a day — so the young gather 
at the inexpensive beaches, the 
old at the others. It's not an 
insoluble problem. After all, the 
Cote d'Azupr is terribly expen- 
sive, but you find the young 
ones there. 


I don't come to Jamaica to 


be air-conditioned, but the place 
is getting air-conditioned from 
wall to wall. The bars are full 
of recorded Rogers and Ham- 
merstein rather than the Caly- 
pso 1 come to hear. Our hotel 
showed movies — "The Robe," 
for 
heaven's 
sake, which 
is 


even lousier in Jamaica than it 
was on Seventh Avenue—rather 
than 
the 
limbo. 
I know 
the 


limbo is tourist malarkey, but 
I love it and I'd rather see a 
lousy limbo any day than a 
lousy movie. 


Another Americanism 
which 


has crept in here to pursue you 
endlessly is the little pieces of 
paper 
to sign. 
Every drink, 


every 
package 
of cigarettes, 


every mouthful of food requires 
another signature. I got through 
one evening signing my name 
17 times. My God, the Treaty 
of Versailles didn't require lhat 
many squiggles. In Europe you 
c?tn spend a week at a hotel 
and never sign anything hut a 
check when you leave. Jamaica 
ought In put all the cost ac- 
countants on a raft and tow 
them out lo sea. 


And while I'm in a complain- 


ing mood, when you're not sign- 
ing something, some, waiter or 
captain or busboy is slopping hy 
to say, "Are you enjoying your' 
meal, 
sir?" 
"Everything 
all- 


right, sir?" Well, between sign- 
ing and saying, "Yes, 
every,

On the map, it resembles a 


butterfly poised in flight, its two

channel,

Riviere Salee.

differ greatly, one from the other. 
The "Basse-Terre," tilted slightly 
southwest, is rugged, lushly wood- 
ed and 
mountainous,

bedecked pathways winding about 
limpid 
pools 
and 
waterways 


crossed by oriental footbridges. 
Visitors may meet strutting pea- 
cocks, including rare snowy white 
birds, or stop to see aviaries of 
brilliantly plumed macaws or a 
village of monkeys. 


After passing through the en- 


trance, visitors see a beautiful 
waterfall cascading down into a 
three-tiered minature lake.

Large and small 
vents in the yellow sulphurous 
areas puff out hot strong-smelling 
vapor, and the "cauldron" bub- 
bles, in its hollow. Views are beau- 
tiful 
from every point—whether 


seaward or inland. 


Rivers 
with 
image - conjuring 


names such as the Guava. the 
Lizard, the Mosquito, plunge to 
the sea with the impetus of fre- 
quent natural falls, and over the 
gentler slopes they flow to join the 
sea among mangroves and coco- 
mil palms. 


The "Grand-Terre" lies low, at 


times drawn into high, rugged 
cliffs on Ihe Atlantic side of its 
deeply indented coast, or spread- 
ing into lovely, lazy beaches. In- 
land, the vegetation is scrublike, 
with dense copses of small acacia 
trees or mile upon mile of sugar- 
cane, banana and coconut groves, 
as far as the eye can see. 


Everything is slow-moving, and 


this has a relaxing effect on the 
visitor almost immediately. There 
are no snakes or dangerous ani- 
mals on the island, and the local 
mongoose lives lazily on stolen 
eggs, since there are no serpents 
to fight. 


The tiny colibri, or humming 


bird, has a superabundance of 
flowers to choose from, and can 
dip his beak amongst a marvelous 
selection of colors, from the flame 
red of hibiscus to the creamy 
tones of peach, apricot and rose, 
and the more blatant purples and 
mauves of bougainvillea. There 
are many small bushes and plants 
whose 
leaves 
are wonderfully 


scented, and it is fun to pick the 
wild-growing lemons and sapodil- 
la. or sample the rare Li-Chi. 


The coast roads. are delightful 


also, from which lo explore the 
white sands of Sainte-Anne, Gosi- 
er, Fointe des Chateaux: dark 
volcanic sand at Trois Rivieres; 
ochre-colored beaches at Moule. 


For the most part, the island 


is 
refreshingly 
unsophisticated, 


and even history has withdrawn 
into wilderness, flowers climbing 
over the ruins of the old Forts of 
Richepanse (Basse-Terre) and 
Fleur de-Epee (between Cosier 
and Pointe-a-Pitre). The latter is 
particularly delightful, a near car 
park before its gateway, flower- 
fringed toward the sea, with love- 
ly views all round. 


When the time comes to think 


of shopping, head for Pointe-a- 
Pitre. 
A diverting way to get 


there, and for only a few cents, is 
by taking one of the minuscule 
local buses, particularly 
on a 


market day. 
They carry ten to 


twelve 
passengers, 
roofs 
piled 


high overhead with hampers and 
bulging bundles of produce. AH 
along the route loading and un- 
loading goes on of people, bun- 
dles, baskets; messages shouted 
(o and fro, and an occasional live 
chicken or piglet handed through 
the 
window So the accompani- 


ment of advice and commissions 
aplenty. 


The whole tr>wn is something of 


a bazaar, its small shops open to 
the street.

That's the conclusion reached 


by most after viewing the 1965 
lines of radiotelephones, radars, 
depth sounders, direction find- 
ers, automatic pilots and other 
electronic equipment at the 551h 
National Motor Boat Show in 
New York. 


Bcnclix Marine, for example, 


displayed a new radiotelephone 
which provides 84 watts of pow- 
er on six channels that sells 
for half of what a smiliar set 
would have cost several years 
ago. 


Raytheon Company exhibited 


a transistorized radar that can
